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I Want  Somebody  to  Show  Susanna  How  to

We  ur.mI  to  amuse  ouraeieea  very  much 
about  this  simple  expression.  It  eame 
about  this  way:  A neighbor  boy  was 

living  with  his  widowed  mother  and  two 
sisters.  After  awhile  the  boy  decided  to 
add  to  the  feminine  side  the  girl  I call 
mine,  whose  name  was  Susanna.  This  all 
happened  in  the  good  old  days  of  home- 
made vesture,  and  Jim’s  mother  and  sis- 
ters were  export  with  the  seisors  and  nee- 
dle' but  Susanna  unfortunately  had  never 
learned  the  art.  But  it  fell  to  her  lot  all 
the  same  to  make  Jim’s  shirt*,  and  so 
when  she  began  she  was  very  awkward. 
This  was  a little  amusing  to  the  mother 
and  sisters  who  really  would  rather  have 
kept  the  bo*  and  his  shirts  themselves.  So 
their  amusement  was  an  offense  to  Susanna. 
So  to  innke  i amends  to  the  offense,  they 
undertook  to  show  her  how  and  to  help 
her.  but  thin  only  added  insult  to  injury, 
and  Iweaine  at  once  more  than  she  could 
bear.  So  for  refuge  she  sought  at  onee 
the  one  in  whom  *he  had  confided,  ami 
with  a stricken  heart  she  poured  out  her 
griefs  and  told  her  tale  of  woe. 

When  he  saw  her  tears  and  grief  and 
heard  the  pitiful  story,  it  w as  too  much 
for  him.  He  hurried  to  the  house  and 
rushing  in,  demanded  an  explanation.  They 
told  him  kindly  that  they  were  only  try- 
ing to  show  Susanna  how  to  make  a shirt. 
He  replied  in  a tone  that  threatened  sud- 
den destruction,  and  said:  “Yea,  I'll  show 
you  how  to  show  Susanna  now  to  make  a 
shirt!” 

Now  I think  that  many  times  we  need 
to  learned  how  to  learn  how.  I believe 
the  boy  would  have  easily  and  readily 
learned  to  carry  two  pumpmna  instead  of 
one  pumpkin  and  one  rock,  if  some  kind 
heart  had  taken  jmins  to  learn  him  how  to 
learn  how;  but  too  many  ot  us  like  l'ilate, 
had  rather  scourge  them  sorely  and  then 
place  them  in  the  great  public  archway 
where  everybody  can  cry  Becc  Homo. 

Now  I think  Brother  Sample  did  all  this 
in  the  Record  of  July  lfith,  under  title  of 
“A  Sad  State  of  Affairs.”  And  while  l 
do  not  blame  him  for  saying  what  he  said, 
really  I am  glad  he  said  it.  I think  it 
ought  to  be  emphasised  more  and  more, 
yet  that  does  not  keep  it  from,  hurting, 
and  it  hurt*  me  all  the  more  for  several 
reasons:  First,  my  physical  condition  doc* 
not  allow  or  admit  of  my  attending  the 
. conventions  or  any  of  the  great  meetings 
of  any  kind,  so  you  see  I cannot  get  in 
touch  with  the  work  or  the  gieat  mind* 
that  could  and  would  lead  me  and  thus 
learn  me  how  to.  learn,  how.  You  know  it 
would  he  a great  inspiration  to  me  at  ev- 
ery meeting.  Second,  my  field  of  labor 
has  never  been  enlightened  along  the  line* 
of  an  aggressive,  world-wide  mission  work. 
They  have  never-  seen  it  done,  or  heard 
a man  that  wa*  in  full  touch  with  the, work 
tell  it  to  that  extent  that  it  would'  help 
their  understanding  and  cauw  them  to  feel 
the  weight  of  the  power  of  the  Great  Com- 
niis*ion.  And  - perhaps  this  same  ccmdi- 
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tion  prevail*  with  many  of  the  ten  thous- 
and churches  that  Brother  Sample  spoke  of 
that  gave  nothing  to  mission*. 

Some  of  them  perhaps  ara  being  led 
captive  by  the  devil  at  his  will  through  the 
cunning  device  of  opposing  the  board,  not 
willing  to  work  thcmaelve*  or  to  pay  th.mc 
who  do  work;  and  it  is  a lemcntable  fact 
that  they  prefer  darkness  to  light.  Oh. 
that  I could  find  some  plan  by  which  our 
people  could  be  iufomed!  1 am  hamper- 
,q|.  notwithstanding  I wept,  aud  prayed, 
and  worked,-  till  1 mn  ready  to  faint  by  the 
wav.  the  burden  is  too  heavy. 

And  last  hut  n*>t  least,  our  community 
ha.-;  recently  hi*en  to  wad  down  with  those 
Sesrlmro  circulars.  They  are  anti-board, 
anti-  peace  and  consequently  anti-Christ, 
because  Christ  left  this  j*eaee  with  his  peo- 
ple, in  short  they  are  anti-juat  anything 
that  make*  for  good.  On  the  other  hand 
th»»y  »re  •editkwi* — at  war  with  the  work* 
of  righteousness — fighting  against  Hod. 
They  carry  with  them  the  spirit  of  evil 
and  stand  for  all  that  is  meant  by  *pir» 
itual  wickedness  in  high  placet,  because  it 
disturbs  the  minds  of  the  uninformed  |»e«- 
pie  of  God  and  thus  deals  a blow  at  that 
l*e«ee  that  Christ  left  with  hia  people.  They 
my  pimple,  cry  out  for  information,  and 
ask  me  what  about  it  and  if  I fail  to  de- 
clare the  whole  council,  then  Brother  Sain 
pie  is  ready  with  his  scourge.

Patience  as  an  Active  Virtue. 

Patience  has  been  pictured  as  “sitting 
on  a monument.”  ami  not  a few  people 
seem  to  imagine  that  a state  of  respose 
is  the  normal  condition  for  one  who  would 
exemplify  this  important  virtue.  While 
it  is  true  that  the  mind  should  be  calm 
and  the  soul  at  js-ace.  it  is  not  true  that 
inactivity,  life  on  a perch,  should  be  char- 
acteristic of  those  who  undertake  to  meet 
the  trials  and  ills' of-  life  patiently.  The 
writer  to  the  Hebrews  presents  a more  at- 
tractive picture  when  he  sketches  the  con- 
testant in  the  athletic  contest  hs  running 
the  races  with  juiti$nce.  The  Christian 
life  is  a struggle;  the  only  question  is  as 
to  the  spirit  which  we  bring  to  the  strug- 
gle,, Shall  we  fret  and  chafe  ourselves  and 
expend  strength  for  nought!  Or,  shall  we 
own  our  souls,  command  our  dnergics  for 
useful  effort,  refuse  to  be  discouraged  or 
diverted  from  our  high  aims  by  disturbing 
conditions! 

No  one  who  seriously  undertakes  to  work 
righteousness  will  escape  troubling  experi- 
ences. Tlie  evils  against  which  we  con- 
tend would  furnish  abundant  opportunity 
for  the  exercise  of  patience  were  there 
nothing  else  to  elicit  it.  \\  hen  wa  come 
into  ^grapple  with  the  wronje  tendencies  of 
our  own  heart*,  seeking  to  drive  out  un- 
worthy desires  and  purposes,  aiming  at  the 
purification  of  our  hearts  and  the  ennobling 
of  aspiration,  we  find  ourselves  engaged  in 
no  task  that  can  be  accomplished  in  a day. 
Over  and  over  again  are  we  compelled  to 
summon  ourselves  to  effort.  Repeatedly, 
when  we  fancy  that  victory  has  been  won 
for  good  and  all,  ere  we  taught  that  the 
foe  which  we  thought  destroyed  was  only 
stunned  aid  has  not  only  regained  eon- 
's*1 iousin*KB  hut  seems  more  vigorous  than 
ever.  The  man  who*  undertakes  to  cooper- 
ate with  Jesus  Christ  in  making  his  own 
life  what  it  ought  to  be  will  need  to  he 
actively  patient. 

Some  of  those  who  road  these  words  aro 
engaged  in  efforts  to  reform  society. 
would  banish  f from  the  community  the  sa- 
loon. the  brothel;  the  dance  hall,  the  gam- 
bling den.  We  would  make  it  impossible 
for  the  drunkard  factories  to  ply  their  bus- 
iness in  the  commonwealth  of  which  wc 
are  citizens.  Whatever  the  form  of  help- 
ful ondcavpr  in  which  we  may  engage,  it 
j*  certain  that  we  shall  never  accomplish 
th|'  end  in  view  by  one  vigorous  spurt. 
.List  when  we  aro  congratulating  ourselves 
that  the  enemy,  at  last,  has  been  put  down 
anjl  out,  he  shows  Ilia  head  and  manifests 
his  vitality  in  some  place  or  manner  entire- 
ly unexpected.  There  ia  an  honored  pro- 
verb which  declares  thaf  “Eternal  vigi- 
lance ia  the  price  of  liberty.”  Eternally 
fiaticnt  endeavor  ia  the  price  of  an  order- 
ly community.  One  is  sometimes  tempted 
to  believe  that  those  who  are  devoted  to 
pursuits  which  tend  to  destroy  manhood 
aro  much  more  richly  endowed  with  that 
endurance  essential  to  success  than  are 
those  who  stand  for  temperance  and  right- 
eousness. 

Hut  it  is  not. only  patience  with  ourselves 
or  with  those  who  are  devoted  to  unright- 
eous ends  that  is  necessary  in  order  to  the 
most  valuable  accomplishment,  but  patience 
with  the  good.  Not  all  right  meaning  men 
aro  wise.  Some  who  aim  at  the  beat  for 


themselves  and  others  are  very  trying.  Not 
all  church  troubles  come  from  the  presence 
in  the  ehnn-h  of  men  and  women  who  arc 
bent  on  doing  wrong.  In  fact,  in  a ma- 
jority of  eas,1*  whero  serious  difficulty  aris- 
es. people  with  a plethora  of  good  inten- 
tions may  be  found  on  either  aide.

ease of  heart  and  blood  vessels, 
appoplcxy,  kidney  and  lung  dis- 
eases. Hereditary  effects  of  tu- 
berculosis were  reported  in  over 
three  hunlrcd  cases  of  each  sex. 

Drink  Predisposes  to  Disease. 

Dr.  R.  Trommsdorffy  has  per- 
formed some  experiments  in  the 
Ilygenic  Institute  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Munich,  reported  in 
Archiv.  fur  Hygeine,  1906,  which 
corroborate  the  results  of  other 
investigators  concerning  the  un- 
favorable effects  of  alcohol  upon 
the  normal  vital  resistance  to  in- 
fection. Dr.  Trommsdorff  found 
that  the  influence  of  alcohol  was 
similar  to  that  of  cold,  fatigue, 
and  hunger.  Alter  large  doses 
of  alcohol,  the  efforts  toward  im- 
munization against  disease  re- 
sulted in  but  a small  formation 
of  the  germicidal  substance. 

Do  You  Work  Hard1’ 

Contrary  to  the  popular  opin- 
ion, says  Prof.  E.  Kraepelin  of 
the  University  of  Munich,  in 
Munchener  Med.  Woehensehrift, 
heavy  work  is  not  made  easy  by 
alcohol.  When  alcohol  is  added 
to  the  fatiigue  products  of  the 
muscles,  the  depressing  effect  is 
very  marked.  The  laborer  who 
earns  a livelihood  by  the  exer- 
tion of  his  muscles  destroys  the 
source  of  his  strength  most  effect- 
ually by  the  use  of  alcohol. 

The  French  Premier  an  Ab- 
stainer. 

George  Clemenceau,  the 
French  premier,  who  is  not  only 
a political  figure  but  also  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  French 
writers  of  the  present  time  is  re- 
ported by  his  intimate  friend, 
Georg**  Braudes,  in  the  new  Ber- 
lin weekly  Morgen,  to  be  a total 
abstainer.  He  has.  it  is  said,  the 
Hpartan  habit  of  rising  every 
morning,  winter  and  summer,  at 
5 o’clock  and  is  in  condition  to 
begin  work  at  ^nce.  By  10 
o’clock  he  has  most  of  his  work 
for  the  day  accomplished.  He 
drinks  no  wine  or  beer. 

Rapid  Gains  by  Good  Templars.

For 
who  can  tell  us  what  personali- 
ty in  7 The  “seeretB’’  are  mul- 
tiplex. and  many  of  them  escape 
analysis.  But  among  them  all.  iu 
the  siiceiwaful  preacher  we  shall 
always  find  this:  When  hi  looks 
out  over  his  congregation  on 
Sunday  morning,  he  has  com- 
passion on  the  multitude,”  as 
Jesus  had ; he  puts  himself  in 
their  plaee.  No  mnn  with  a heart 
in  him  can  be  formal  or  cold  or 
unimpressive  when  he  can  say  to 
himself  at  such  a time,  and  fed 
it,  “Here  is  a company  of  strug- 
gling men  and  women,  each  one 
the  centre  of  a history;  each  one 
in  some  undefinahle  way  longing 
to  be  better  than  ha  is;  each  one 
stifling  his  own  sob  and  fighting 
his  own  battle.  And  each  one 
of  these  trouble- tone  od  men  and 
women  is  silently  pleading  for 
some  word  of  courage  and 
hope!”  That  is  the  “secret,”  if 
th’re  is  any  secret.  He  sits 
when*  they  sit.

Studies  of  the  True  Relation  of 
Alcoholism  anl  Morality. 

The  fact  that  the  attending 
physician,  out  of  the  considera- 
tion for  the  family,  often  hesi- 
tates to  report  the  true  relation 
of  alcohol  to  the  cause  of  death, 
deprives  the  social  atudent  of  sta- 
tistics that  would  be  very  help- 
ful in  estimating  the  actual  harm 
done  by  alcohol. 

A way  of  overcoming  this  dif- 
ficulty is  being  put  iuto  practice 
in  Switzerland  and  Germany. 

A detachable  blank  accompanies 
the  regular  one  whieh  the  phys- 
ician makes  out  In  cane  of  death. 
On  this  separate  section  is  enter- 
ed only  the  age  and  sex  of  the 
deceased,  not  his  nam  uor  that  of 
his  physician.  The  following 
questions  are  also  asked: 

What  was  the  principal  dis- 
ease! Was  it  preceded  by  sui- 
cide, aecideut,  or  crime!  Was 
♦here  evidence  of  alcoholism, 
syphilis,  mental  disease,  abor- 
tion! Was  there  hereditary  af- 
fection and  if  so,  of  whet  na- 
ture! 4 

This  report  is  sent  in  a sealed 
envelope  to  the  proper  officials 
itnd  incorporated  with  thtt  an- 
nual statistics.  The  result  makes 
a marked  difference  iu  the  re- 
corded results  of  alcoholism.  In 
1904,  the  regular  reporta  on  al- 
coholism as  a cause  of  death  in 
Berlin,  according  to  the  city  Sta- 
tistical Yearbook,  gave  55  cases 
of  death  due  to  alcoholism.  The| 
separate  section,  however, 
showed  that  alcoholism  had  been 
a factor  in  821  cases  Among  men, 
and  74  eases  nnuAig  women 
amounting  to  from  4 to  5 per 
cent  of  all  cases  of  mortality. 
The  most  frAy.ient  disdases  re- 
ported in  these  tables  were  those 
of  the  liver.  Alcoholism  was  re- 
ported in  5 per  cent,  of  the  mor- 
tality from  consumption,  8 1-2
